‘A house is not just a house anymore; it 
also. represents a big tax break when it's 
sold in the future. So when a couple breaks 
up and divides the jointly held marital prop- 
erty, they'll want to consider the value of 
that future gain.

WILMINGTON- Milt Freeman 
returned from Beijing, China with 
an account that reflects the city’s 
mythicized past, and tumultuous 
present. 

Beijing is shrouded in mystery 
for most Wilmington and Tewks- 
bury residents, who are primarily 
of European descent and have no 
ties to eastern-Asian culture. 

However, Milt Freemanremem- 
bers Beijing as shrouded in some- 
thing else: smog. 

“When your plane, that had been 
travelling through sunny, bright 
skies, approached Beijing,” Free- 
man said, “it seemed a smog had 
enveloped the entire city.” 

in an interview with the Town 
Crier, Freeman discussed the in- 
sights and impressions he received 
during a two-week trip to Beijing in 
October. 


Bustling city 

“You are always aware that 
Beijing is a heavily populated city, 
in spite of the rule of only one chid 
per family,” Freeman said. 

The populationis reflected inthe 
large volume of traffic, particu- 
larly bicycles which are a primary 
form of transportation in Beijing, 
Freeman said. 

“It’s a challenge crossing the 
street,” Freeman said. “Bicycles 
come in waves, all sizes, some with 
people and others [hauling] loads 
of stuff.” 

The bicycles weave in and out of 
the flow of motorized traffic, nego- 
tiating the slew of taxis, buses and 
pedestrians that patrol the streets 
of Beijing. 

On most street corners were 
people with tools operating “bike 
repair stations.” 

Tourists such as Freeman made 


their way around Beijing in taxis, 
which Freeman said were safer 
than the jam-packed buses and sub- 
ways. 

According to Freeman, cabs 
were hailed by sticking out your 
thumb, and someone who knew 
Chinese would write out the direc- 
tions on a card that would then be 


ha to the cab driver. i 

{Servier tourists had to polit, 
out their destination on a map, to 
which a cab driver would nod “yes” 
to indicate Li understood. 

“Nine times out of ten he will get 
you [to your destination],” Free- 
man said. “The other time, you 
may get anextended tour of the city 
while [the driver] figures out where 
you want to go.” 

Freeman received a surprise 
when, during one of these extended 
tours, the cabbie turned offhis meter 
after travelling to a wrong destina- 
tion, and drove the rest of the way 
to the correct destination without 
charge. 


Foreign Culture 

Freeman arrived in Beijing dur- 
ing a major celebration, and the 
events surrounding the celebration 
at once endeared the city to Free- 
man, and perhaps removed its more 
criticized aspects from his view. 

“There's a negative impression 
of communist China, but it was a 
much freer society than what I’ve 
read in the newspapers,” Freeman 
said. “People go about their busi- 
ness, maybe it was on account of 
the celebration.” 

The celebration culminated in a 
huge parade, of numerous floats 
and anestimated 75,000 people, that 
culminated in Tianamen Square. 
The parade was typical of Russian 
May Day parades, and included 
floats commemorating revolution- 
aries, the military might of the 


republic, student 
cal organizations, | 


and politi-

ists were advised to remain indoors, 
and all tourist destinations were 
closed for the day. Freeman said 
preparations for the parade in- 
cluded beautifying the city , and 
removing homeless people from the 
parade route area. 

Freeman also shopped at a Chi- 
nese open market, where fresh milk 
is delivered once daily and often 
supp! n oul, eggs are priced 
individually by weight, and meat is 
not refri ted. 

“Most families buy only small 
quantities that they use up daily,” 
Freeman said. 
ate lunch at noon, and 
dinner at 6:30 p.m., at which times 
food carts would roll out into the 
streets. While walking in Tianamen 
Square at noon, people would sit 
downon the sidewalk, and eat, Free- 
man said. 

“For the inhibited, there are 
McDonalds, Pizza Huts, 
T.G.LFridays, Baskin Robbins, 
Dunkin’ Donuts, and Kentucky

nary problems,” Freeman said. 

In addition to food, Freeman 
said the markets and alleys are 
lined with tables of merchandise 
including clothing and toys, carry- 
ing most standard brands includ- 
ing Panasonic and Sony, but also 
the local copies such as Soly and 
Panatonic. 
with Beijing merchants. 

“If you are a skilled bargainer 
you can make out, every merchant 
has a calculator,” Freeman said. 
“Look a possible purchases, and 
motion “how much?” in sign lan- 


“He takes out his calculator, and 


in a number,” Freeman 
said. “Youshake your head no, take 
his calculator and punch in your 
price.” 

“Back and forth it goes, then he 
says “best price” and puts in his 
final figure,” Freeman said. ° 

“You walk away, and if he wants 


the sale bad enough, he grabs your 
coat and pulls you back,” Freeman 


said. “Sometimes, you win.” 


The sights *"' . nk 

Freeman travelléd to China to 
visit his son Nelson and daughter- 
in-law Ilana, and his grandchildren 
Yonatan, Daniel and David. Nelson 
is an employee of a government 
contractor currently renovating the 
American embassy in Beijing. 

Although the embassy brought 
him there, Freeman spent his time 
looking at the many historicalsights 
in Beijing, including the Great Wall, 
the Forbidden City, andthe Temple 
of Heaven. 

“History buffs would “qvell” [feel 
ecstatic joy] at the craftsmanship 
and skill evident in hundreds of 
temples, buildings, artifacts, archi- 
tecture and other remains of an- 
cient dynasties, constructed with- 
out the use of modern machinery or 
technology” Freeman said. 

Freeman said several points of 
interest in Beijing were sprawling 
complexes that occupied acres of 
land, andrequired hours of walking 
up to the tops of high hills, where 
often a temple was built to overlook 
the surrounding community. 

The Great Wall, which Freeman 
visited at the Badaling entrance, is 
described as dwarfing the tourists. 

“It was filled with people on holi- 
day, like ants walking up the mod- 
erate to semi-steep incline,” Free- 
man said. 

However, Freeman said the most 
attention was generated by some-

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More seniors getting in shape 


Grandparents are getting 
more physically fit than their 
grandchildren. Old people are 
living longer, healthier and 


die is no longer an inevitable 
fate for millions of people well 
past 65 who are competing in 
sports tournaments at both pro- 
fessional and amateur levels. 

Harvey Lauer of American 
Sports Data Inc., which studies 
physical fitness behavior across 
the United States, has discov- 
ered that people in the oldest 
age groups are at least as likely 
as younger ones to work out reg- 
ularly. 

From a survey of 15,000 peo- 
ple in the health-club scene, 
Lauer reports that when popula- 
tion growth is factored out, the 
18-to-34-year old age group 
working out in health clubs has 
increased 25 percent in 11 years, 
while the number of those 55 
and up who work out has 
increased 184 percent. 

‘Today, 17 percent of people in

health clubs are 18 to 34; 13 per- 
cent are 3 to 54; and 9 percent 
are 55 and up.

Dougherty.

With a dwindling supply of 
lower-priced starter homes, 
trade-up activity and second 
home sales were the business 
segments of the market this 
summer, and the large volume 
of high-end home sales is 
reflected in the price gains, 
explained Dougherty. In fact, 
sales of homes priced $500,000+ 
rose 160 percent in the Southeast 
and 25 percent in greater 
Boston. 

Although prices are up 
sharply, Dougherty does not 
think this is an over-inflated 
market, otherwise sales would 
be stagnant. Instead, he noted, 
buyers are being prudent, refus- 
ing to bid irresponsibly on over- 
priced property. “It’s still a sell- 
er’s market, but today’s buyers 
are well informed. Homes that 
aren’t priced right won't sell, 
even if inventory is tight.”

“We've become pretty good 
friends,” said O'Neill who serves as 
aco-captain with Mazza.
